A few days since was announced the decease of 
Mra. Biaxpma Dopisr, who died in this City, on the 
Sth inst., at an advanced age. 
This estimebie lady has long been noted for her 


inseparably connected with the progress and advance- 
ment of ‘astronomical science in America, This 
institution is now in charge of Mr, G. W. Hoven, 
who was for some time with the late Prof. Mrromz:

This instrument 
is of 10 feet focal length, and 6 inches clear aperture, 
It is provided with two finely-divided circles, of 8 feet 
in diameter, The divisions in the circles are read 
with great precision by medas of sight microscopes 
fastened in the stone piers. 

A new Transit, of 8 feet focal length aad 6 inches 
aperture, made by Pisran & Maarims, of Berlin, has 
recently been mounted in the west room. This is 
also provided with two circles, of 2 feet in diameter, 
and is in all respects a very fine piece of mechanism.
